Chairman  Jane  Cutlar  Best  of  the  House  S.M.A.B.I. 
(St.  Mary's  Alumnae  Bureau  of  Investigations)  Com- 
mittee has  released  the  names  and  facts  concerning  the 
persons  involved  in  the  committee's  recent  investigation 
of  the  St.  Mary's  class  of  '55.
